“let x= x"), and the best-selling Mr. Bill Show Book (“Oh No! It’s Mr. 
Reagan!!”). However, their more prominent customers include many 
churches and synagogues . . . and the U.S. Government. 

Several weeks after concluding our financial and production ar- 
rangements with the Florida-based company we received a phone call tel- 
ling us that our tape was deemed “morally objectionable.” A representa- 
tive for the company informed us that we "couldn't use a performer's 
voice without his written permission." We complimented them on their 
political acuity in perceiving that Reagan is indeed little more than a per- 
former, but that, nevertheless, different rules would seem to apply to a 
public servant. We told the representative that it was impossible to ar- 
range a meeting with Reagan, and that if we could arrange such an audi- 
ence, there would be things more—uh—pressing that we'd rather bring 
up. They corrected us, pointing out that it was unlikely, but not impossi- 
ble.
